PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


Lo the Board of Managers and Members of the S. F. 
Nursery for Homeless Children: 


HE close of another year of this charity brings us again 
C to review our condition and give an account of our 
stewardship, and it is with pleasure that I call atten- 

tion to the amount of work done this last year. 

In all I have made forty-six visits at the home, which 
includes twelve regular meetings, seven special meetings and 
dropping-in at all times of the day, always to find everything 
runsing like well-oiled machinery. We are so proud of our 
work in the past year that I shall review some of it. 

We have so much for which to be thankful. Foremost 
is the lifting of our mortgage which is a weighty load from 
off our minds. 

Secondly, we have had no deaths and very little sickness 
among the children. 

The ladies of the board have worked nobly this year. 
The first of March we had nothing toward our $2,000.00 debt. 
Our first attempt was the Rummage Sale which netted $872.00. 
Several of our Board Members made generous donations and a 
fund was started on the basis of ten cents a month which 
amounted to quiteasum. So the mortgage is paid and we 
have a surplus, which, once started, must grow, since we are 
bending every effort that way. Still more encouragement 
comes to us; through the influence of Mr. H. EK. Law, the 
architects Meyer & O’Brien have offered their services gratis 
when we are ready to build. 

Through the Merchants’ endorsement we are enabled to 
collect thousands of dollars if we are willing to do the asking 
—and why should we not? Are we not entitled to some en- 
couragement for our hard labor and struggles to keep these 
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children off the streets, and from homes that are often worse 
than the streets, drunken parents, foul language, no refine- 
ment or home training? If this class of children were cared 
for better in their homes there would be fewer in the peni- 
tentiaries. I feel very deeply upon this subject and want 
a larger home to shelter many more. 

I wish to condole with the Board Members upon losing our 
worthy Secretary, though let us be thankful we shall be able 
to keep her asa member. Mrs. Jackson has held this office 
for six years, always at her post, a sort of prop to all the 
members—our true and tried friend. ‘Thanks are due to our 
Corresponding Secretary. She is very prompt and willing in 
this arduous task. 

Another year it is our pleasure to thank Dr. Guy 
Manning for his untiring attendance upon the children—also 
our consulting physicians Drs. Ward and Boericke. Dr. 
Burns, our dentist, has kindly consented to stay with us 
another year for which we are very grateful. 

What shall I say for our worthy Matron’s work? Look 
at the children! Look at the home! I think that speaks 
volumes for what she is to us. 

The Needlework Guild of America added 3075 garments, 
all of which were such a help to us. 

This has been an especially happy holiday season. The 
merchants have been kind and generous. Never before have 
we been so liberally remembered. 

Most grateful are we for the several bequests received in 
the past year; $500.00 from Mr. J. A. K. Hobbs, $250.00 
from the Sloss Estate, $250.00 from the Levi Strauss Estate, 
$250.00 from Mr. Gerstle, $250.00 from the Searles Estate. 
Would that these kind friends could know how deeply thank- 
ful we are for their remembrances and the good their gifts 
have already wrought. 

I should like to thank the ladies for their untiring efforts 
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and faithful work at the Gift Sale in November. All the 


members had so much heart in their work that it could not 
help but prove a financial success, as the Treasurer’s Report 
shows. I desire to thank the Auxiliary for their assistance at 
that time, also for the many pleasures they have given the 
children and all the good work they have accomplished this 
year. I feel confident you all join with me in giving them a 
hearty ‘‘thank you.’’ 

Last, but not least, our good friend Mr. H. E. Law has 
promised us $5,000.00 toward our Building Fund. Now I 
ask you, can we not look back upon a successful year? And 
I feel confident the coming one will reap more success. 

In closing, it is my happy privilege to thank you all for 
your loyal support. To the officers especially my thanks are 
due and most cordially given.

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REPORT OF SECRETARY 


Lo the Board of Managers and Members of the S. F- 
Nursery for Homeless Children: 


HE report of the thirteenth year of the work of the S. F. 
Nursery for Homeless Children is presented as follows: 
The twelve regular business meetings and seven 
special meetings have been well attended. There having 
been an average number of twelve members present on each 
occasion. On the first of January, 1902, there were seventy 
children in the Nursery. Since that time thirty-three 
others have been admitted making, one hundred and three 
who have been cared for during the year; of this number 
thirty-three were removed, leaving at the Institution January 
first 1903, seventy children. 

Of those admitted one was an orphan, twenty were half 
orphans and twelve have parents living ; several of the last 
named children being placed in the Nursery temporarily by 
the Society for Prevention of Cruelty to Children. The 
children who were removed were, in the majority of cases, 
taken out by relatives or friends who were able to provide a 
home for them. 

A vacancy on the Board of Managers caused by removal 
from the city, was filled by the election of a new member. 
Through the earnest efforts of the President and her en- 
couragement to the Board much good has been accomplished 
and to her much credit is due.

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REPORT OF VISITING PHYSICIAN 


To the Board of Managers of the S. F. Nursery for 
Homeless Children: 


LADIES: 

YEARLY report is, in reality, a resumé of monthly 
HH reports, and to those of you who have carefully 

followed the working of the medical staff and the 
health of the children, there will be nothing particularly new 
in this resumé for the past year. However, no report, be it 
monthly or annual, will present a full account of duties per- 
formed, for to look after the health of an institution and its 
inmates, requires something more than simply the giving of 
medicine, and the number of prescriptions will not correctly 
gauge the hours spent in protecting the health of the children 
and the prevention of sickness. 

Our general run of ailments was this year varied by the 
appearance of a severe case of diphtheria, which, as you re- 
member, required the constant attention of the attending 
physician for some thirty-six hours, the child being on the 
verge of dissolution for that length of time, but perfect re- 
covery finally taking place. That no other child out of the 
seventy-five contracted the disease, though many of them 
were early exposed, was remarkable, and I cannot help but 
believe, due to prompt and energetic measures in the way of 
strict quarantine, preventive medicine and watchfulness, as 
on each day for some two weeks, every child was drawn up 
in line and a careful examination made of each individual 


throat of the small army. 

Not even whooping cough, mumps nor chickenpox, those 
disagreeable features of childhood, have marred our equanim- 
ity for the twelve months. Measles have been tabooed this 
year. Christmas and other feast days passed without a com- 
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plaint from abused stomachs, and the fast days have been 
limited to but few individual cases. Respiratory troubles 
have had their usual run, and in a few cases became severe, 
but no more frequent than in private practice, though hats 
and coats are forgotten, and exposure takes place in all kinds 
of weather. Accidents are extremely rare when you consider 
the presence of boys of all ages, and we may add tempers, 
combined with the miniature wild west shows and street fairs 
that take place constantly in our play yard. 

In looking over my records, I find that I have made 72 
visits to the Home in the past twelve months. Besides this, 
there have been go days when the reports have come by 
telephone in all of which there have been 341 prescriptions. 

As vaccination is compulsory at the schools it is 
necessary that all should be vaccinated, so that I have found 
it necessary to inoculate twenty. JI have examined for 
admission 36 children, 20 being boys and 16 girls, ranging in 
age from 1 year to 13% years, the average being 534 years. 
Of this number 3 have been refused on account of contagious 
skin diseases, the absence of which in our family of seventy 
or more I take great pride in. 

The absence of death in our numbers since our last 
annual meeting is a pleasant reminder, though many are 
under two years of age and several are—or rather were, 
infants in arms when we took them. 

A particular gratification to me was in the late accentu- 
ation and approval by the Associated Charities of our 
examination of all applicants before admission, a plan which, 
as I have several times explained, was not to keep children 
out, but to preserve those who were already under our care, 
and though the plan was decried by some as unnecessary, has 
been rigidly lived up to, and although it does not prevent me 
from taking in children whom I feel can be cured of their 
trouble, it does prevent the admission of contagious diseases. 
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It seems like some measures might be taken to prevent 
the quarantining of all our children from school in case of 
such diseases as measles and whooping cough. When you 
realize that the cases are quarantined at once, that the boys, 
for instance, live in a separate building distant some fifty feet 
from the main building, only enter the dining room for meals 
and are as much aloof from the sick ones as if they lived in 
the next block, or that the girls are on another floor, do not 
communicate with the infirmary floor nor even pass its door 
it seems foolish that the whole lot of school children should 
be kept home week after week from their school work which 
they so need and from further promotion, fer a case of whoop- 
ing cough in the baby room or a case of measles in the girls’ 
ward. Incase of diphtheria or scarlet fever, where the con- 
tagiousness is greater, then I can see the fitness of the thing, 
but even then in the methods used our children are far safer 
from one another then than they are from our neighbors. 

I am grateful to Drs. Ward and Boericke, the other mem- 
bers of the staff, for assistance and advice, especially in the 
diphtheria case; to the Matron for her great care and watchful- 
ness, and particularly in the case of diphtheria for her person- 
al attention and aid in treatment of the same and I may add 
here that many a child comes under her personal nursing that 
you nor I know nothing of. Also my thanks are due the 
President, who at all times listens to my tale of woe and en- 
deavors to meet my wants, and finally the whole Board of 
Managers with whom my relations in the past year have been 
most pleasant. With you all I am exceedingly interested in 
the prospects and plans for a new home, for while we must 
acknowledge that the health of the children has been of the 
best here, due partly to the large playground and plenty of 
fresh air, yet there is much about the house unhealthy, ill- 
adapted and opposed to the children’s growth and health. 

May this coming year, my twelfth, be as satisfactory to 
you as the one just finished, and may your work receive the 
reward it deserves.

ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION

KNOW ALI, MEN BY THESE PRESENTS, That we, the undersigned, 
have this day voluntarily associated ourselves together for the purpose 
of forming a corporation under the laws of the State of California.

first. That the name of said corporation is SAN FRANCISCO 
NURSERY FOR HOMELESS CHILDREN. 

Second. That the purposes for which it is formed are: To obtain 
and receive by gift, bequest, devise, barter or purchase, land or property 
in the City and County of San Francisco, State of California, and to 
erect buildings to be used for the purpose of a home for little ones 
under twelve years. 

Third. That the place where its principal business is to be trans- 
acted shall be in the City and County of San Francisco, State of 
California. 

Fourth. That the term for which it is to exist is fifty years from 
and after the date of its incorporation. 

fifth, That the number of its Directors or Trustees shall be five, 
and the names and residences of those who are appointed for the first 
year and until their successors are elected and qualified, are: SIDNEY 
M. SMITH, San Francisco ; C. M. GorHAM, San Francisco; JAMES H. 
DOBINSON, San Francisco; C. S. WriGH’, San Francisco; Dr. JAMES 
W. WARD, San Francisco. 

Sixth. That there is no capital stock and there are no shares, 

Seventh. That no capital stock has been subscribed for. 
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BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE I. 


The name of this Society shall be SAN FRANCISCO NURSERY FOR 

HOMELESS CHILDREN. 
ARTICLE II. 
OBJECTS 

The objects of this society shall be: To obtain and receive by gift, 
devise, barter or purchase, land and property in the City and County of 
San Francisco, in the State of California; to erect or lease buildings and 
furnish the same, to be used, under the direction of the Board of Mana- 
gers, for the purpose of a Home for poor children under twelve years of 
age, needing care and protection, and to receive State Aid, membership 
fees, and any donations, the same to be disbursed for the maintenance 


of said children. 
ARTICLE III. 


MEMBERSHIP 


SECTION I. Any person making a single payment of fifty dollars 
to the funds of the Society shall be a life member. Any child under 
sixteen years of age, making a single payment of twenty-five dollars 
shall be a life member. Any person making a single payment of twenty 
dollars shall be an honorary member, and any person making an annual 
payment of two and one-half dollars shall be an annual member. 


SEc. 2. Any person who has materially aided the Nursery finan- 
cially or otherwise, may, at the discretion of the Board, be elected an 
honorary member. 

A member of the Board of Managers who has rendered faithful ser- 
vice for twelve years, may, by vote of the majority, become an hon- 
orary member, retaining the right to vote and a voice in the manage- 
ment of the institution. 

ARTICLE IV. 


TRUSTEES 


SECTION I. The Trustees of this Society shall consist of a Board of 
five men, who shall be members of this Society, and shall be elected by 
the members of the Society at its annual meeting, and shall hold office 
until their successors are elected and qualified. 
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Sec. 2. The Trustees of the Society shall exercise, conduct and 
control its corporate powers, business and property. It shall be their 
duty in all important matters to consult with the Board of Managers as 
a whole or by committee. At each annual meeting they shall render to 
the Society a full report of all property, real and personal, held in trust 
by them. 


Skc. 3. Vacancies in the Board occurring between annual meetings 
may be filled by election by the remaining Trustees. 


Sxc. 4. The Board of Trustees shall elect their own President, 
Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer, at their first meeting after 
their election. 


SEc. 5. The President of the Board of Trustees shall preside at all 
meetings of the Board of Trustees. The Vice-President shall, in the 
aksence of the President, perform the duties of the President. The 
Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the Board and shall 
keep its accounts. 


Sec. 6. The Treasurer shall receive and safely keep and account 
for all money that may come into his hands from all sources. All 
money received by the Treasurer of the Board of Trustees for building 
or other specific purposes, shall be held subject only to the joint order 
of the Board of Trustees and the Board of Managers. 


ARTICLE V. 
MANAGERS 


SECTION I. The Managers of this Society shall consist of a Board 
of twenty-four women who shall be members of the Society, who shall 
be elected by the members of the Society at its annual meeting, and 
shall hold office until their successors are elected and qualified. If any 
member of the Board of Managers is absent three consecutive meetings, 
except by reason of sickness or absence from home, her place may be 
declared vacant. 


SEc. 2. Any vacancies in the Board which may occur between the 
annual meetings may be filled by presenting the name of the proposed 
members in writing—the same to be investigated by a committee and 
voted upon at the following meeting. 


Skc. 3. Inorder to carry out the objects of the Society, the Board 
of Managers shall have power to devise and adopt measures to that end, 
to make such contracts as may be necessary thereto, and to control such 
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funds of the Society as may be necessary and applicable for its current 
expenses. The Board shall make its own By-Laws and all rules and 
regulations necessary for the proper government of the Home. 


SEc. 4. The Board of Managers shall elect from its own number a 
President, three Vice-Presidents, one Recording Secretary, one Corres- 
ponding Secretary anda Treasurer. The Board may accept the volun- 
tary services of such visiting and consulting physicians as it may deem 
proper for any necessary medical attendance, and who shall receive 
written notice of their appointment from the Recording Secretary. The 
President of the Board of Managers, or in her absence, the Vice-Presi- 
dent, or, in case all are absent, any member present, elected by the 
meeting, shall preside at all meetings, both of the Board of Managers 
and of the Society. The President, or, in her absence, a Vice-President, 
or any three members concurring, shall have the power to call a special 
meeting. At all meetings, either regular or special, five members of the 
Board of Managers shall constitute a quorum. The President may 
appoint such committees as may be necessary. 


SkEc. 5. The Recording Secretary shall keep a record of the pro- 
ceedings of every meeting and make a monthly report of the same, 
and shall also notify the Board of Managers of any of its regular or 
special meetings. It shall be the duty of the Recording Secretary or of 
some committee appointed for the purpose, to keep a correct record of 
all inmates admitted to the Nursery, the date of admission, their 
names and nationalities, those of the parents, and whether alive or 
dead, and their last residence. 


SEc. 6. The Corresponding Secretary shall make written acknowl- 
edgment of all donations, and keep a list of the names of the donors. 


SEc. 7. The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds, subject to 
the orderof the Board; shall keep an accurate account of all receipts and 
expenditures, and shall report their amount atthe monthly meetings, 
as also at the annual meetings of the Society. Sheshall alsokeep a 
list of the names of the members of the Society. 


ARTICLE VI. 


MEETINGS AND ELECTIONS. 


SECTION I. The meetings of the Board of Managers shall be held 
on the first Tuesday of each month. The annual meetings of the Society 
shall be held on the Second Tuesday in January of each year at 
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which time the election of Trustees, Managers and Officers shall take 
place. All elections shall be by ballot, and all Trustees and Managers 
shall be chosen to serve for one year, and until their successors shall be 
elected and qualified. One judge of election and two tellers shall be 
appointed by the President, the tellers to receive the ballots, the judge 
to count the votes in the presence of the tellers, and the person receiv- 
ing the mejority of the votes to be declared elected. All members of 
the Society in good standing shall be entitled to vote at all meetings of 
the Society. 


SKc. 2. Atall meetings of the Society a quorum shall consist of 
not less than eleven members present. 


Sec. 3. The Trustees, Managers and Officers shall be notified of 
their election by the Recording Secretary. 


Src. 4. At least ten days’ notice of the annual meeting of the 
Society shall be given by publication in some daily newspaper in San 
Francisco, unless such meeting is held pursuant to adjournment. 


ARTICLE VII. 


AMENDMENTS. 


SECTION 1. These By-Laws may be amended by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present at any regular or special meeting of the 
Society; provided, such alteration or amendment shall have been pro- 
posed ata meeting of the Board of Managers held not less than one 
month previous.

ARTICLE I. 
NAME. 


SECTION I. This society shall be known as ‘‘The Auxiliary to the 
Board of Managers of the San Francisco Nursery for Homeless 
Children.” 

OBJECTS. 
Sxc. 2. To assist the Managers to care and provide for the chil- 


dren. 
MEMBERSHIP. 


Sec. 3. The payment of twenty-five cents per month dues shall 
constitute either active or associate membership. 


ARTICLE II. 
MEETINGS. 


SECTION I. Business meetings shall be held on the second Tues- 
day afternoon of each month, at a place decided by the members. The 
Secretary shall send notice of all business meetings to each member. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President or at the 
request of any three members of the Auxiliary, notice of which shall 
be sent to every member.
